A paper on the Vedalia Cardinal!?, or- 


Australian lady-bug, by Professor Cn- 
quillet of Los" Angeles, was read by 
(ieorno Itice, the compiler of the State 
Horticultural Society. When the beetle 
is fully developed it is of a pinkish color, 
and la'ter it takes on a brown and black- 
color. One hundred aud iifly to two 
hundred eggs were laid sit a time, lie 
never saw the ludv-buga attacked by any 
insects. The buys were placed under a 
tent on an luerya-infestcd orange tree 
belonging to J. W. Wolfskill of Los An- 
geles. Here thev were allowed to breed, 
and early in April it was found that 
nearly all the leery as on the inclosed 
tree had been destroyed by these vora- 
cious lady-bugs. Accordingly on the 12th 


* of April one side of t lie tent was removed 


and the lady-bugs were permitted to 
spread to the'adjoinnig trees. 


Up to June 12th last he had sent out 


over 10,000 of these lady-bugs, and they 
never failed to destroy the leerya. 


XATITKE'S METHODS. 


IVofessor Coquillet read a paper on 


"Nature's Methods of Subduing Insect 
Pests." He asserted that but a com- 
paratively small number of native in- 
sects are destructive to cultivated trees 
and plants, and that the widespread de- 
struction oi vegetable life was caused by 
imported parasites. I

iig both male and femalu flowers aro 
found. 
The pistillate flowers of the 


Capri tig are not any different from those 
n[ the cultivated variety. Mr. Etsen ex- 
plained the manner in which certain in- 
sects convey the pollen of the wild Ggs 
to the stauiinated tlowers of the culti- 
vated sort. Thirty or forty varieties of 
insect assist in this horticultural propa- 
galiou.but the most imiwrtant is a wasp, 
the blastopbaga cenis, which lives in the 
Capri fig, and which deposits its eggs 
there.

The other bullet entered 
the back below the left shoulder blade 
near the spine and took an upward 
course, lodging in the right shoulder. 
When this shot was fired Gunther was 
running away with his head bent for- 
ward, and it "was owing to this circum- 
stance that the missiledid not go straight 
through his body and kill him. 


HIS SHOES TAKEN OFF. 


Some friend, fearing that the wounded 


man might die, had removed bis shoes, 
in order that he might be spared the 
"Western reproach of having died ' with 
his boots on." 
\nothcr bullet, believed lo have been 


the second fired, cut a hole along the 
brim of Guntbcr's hat. A half an inch 
change of direction would have sent the 
pellet of lead into his brain.

number of diseased berries were aniiply 
drving up, with no external signs of in- 
sect attack. This fungus consists of a 
vegetative portion which grows within 
the more tender or living lissues of Hie 
vine 
Upon this mycelium at dillerent 


ticriods and in very unlike ways, two 
sorts oi reproductive bodies or spores are 
formed, one kind produced externally on 
short filaments, the other developed by a 
special sexual process within the tissues 
of the host plant. The lirst arc produced 
iu great numbers throughout tbe slim- 
mer and serve for the immediate propa- 
gation of tlie fungus, effecting its rapid 
distribution; the second arc formed 
later and do m t germinate until the fol- 
lowing season. This mycelium grows 
between tbe cells composing the tissues 
of Ihe leaves, young grapes and shoots, 
and the threads of which Hie mycelium 
is made up push Ibeir way between the

THE LOS ANGELES VEST. 


J. 11. Knllom of Tustin spoke of the 


ravages of the vine disease in Southern 
California, and contended that the dis- 
ease there was not caused by salts or 
alkali. 
He mentioned one vineyard the 


soil of which was composed of panel and 
gravel so loose that if a river were 
turned in on it the water would sink into 
the ground, and the place would be dry 
in twenty-four hours. There was not i 
particle of alkali in that soil, and yet 
that vineyard was the first to succumb 
to the disease. These vineyards no\\ 
were being utilized for the cultivation o 
the peanut, tlie squash, the potato am 
corn. 


Supervisor T. C. White of Fresno 


county said that while eome vines in Una 
county were dying fiom alkali thi 
alkali was to be found only in certaii 
spots. A thorough system of drainage 
would entirely eradicate that evil. It 
strenuously denied that the disease here 
was identical with that in the southen 
part of ihe stiite. The vines that di< 
from alkali look the same when they (iri 
dead as the vinea that die from thu I-o 
Angeles disease. 


"We have enough land without al 


kali," he added, "to produce all th 
raisins that California can consume, am 
yet not plant a vine on alkali land. Horn 
bi the old Mission vines, over n hundre 
years old, have died within tlie las 
year. If alkali is killing these old viii" 
thev must be taking the alkali to thei 
but'l don't believe that it is alkali tha 
is killing them. I don't believe tha 
anyone can show any vine^ on good Ian 
here that piesent the f-aine symptom 
that are developed on the Los Ange.li 
vines." 


THE SAME APPEARANCE. 


Mr. Motheral explained that he di 


not wish to aav that the disease was th 
same, but to his uyu the appearance o
